Father 
was  a fearful  bully. 

All  these  and  more  'were 
heaped  upon  the  head  of  old 
dad  . Fortunately  there  Is 
somewhat  less  of  this  today. 
It  is  being  recognized  that 
father,  for  all  of  our  demands 
on  him  was  human  too.  And  it 
is  somewhat  Infantile-  and 
ever  to  use  him  as  a scrape- 
goat  for  our  own  shortcom- 
ings. 

ln  the  psychiatric  clinic's 
and  child  guidance  centres 
one  hears  frequently  today  of 
tlie  "need  for  male  Identifica- 
tion." What  this  basically 
means  la  that  the  family  needs 
a man  to  model  after.  Small 
boys  must  find  In  their 
fathers  the  prototype  of  a man 
they  can  admire,  emulate  and 
sometimes  even  hero  wor- 
ship. 

Children  themselves  tell  us 
of  this  ihmhI  in  their  own  guile- 
less language  when  they  way 
to  the  kid  next  dour,  “My 
father  I*  stronger  than  your 
father,"  or  “My  father  knows 
more  than  your  father  does." 
The  girl  child,  loo,  needs  a 
male  identification  figure 
against  which  to  measure  her 
relationships  with  other  males 
and  eventually  her  selection 
of  a mate. 

At  the  Western  Reserve  Uni- 
versity Medical  School  In 
Cleveland.  Prof.  Emma  Plank, 
a specialist  in  child  develop- 
ment. declared,  ’The  growing 
child  needs  masculine  identi- 
fication. the  boy  seeing  In  his 
father  a goal  which  he  will 
one  day  reach  himself  and  the 
glr!  building  an  Image  of 
maleness  and  a pattern  for 
male-female  relationships. 
Without  such  a pattern  the 
girl  may  have  considerable 
fear  and  douht  about  Just 
what  the  male-female  relation- 
ship may  be." 

The  new  trend  also  rails  for 
clarification  of  roles.  For  a 
while  the  experts  were  getting 
mother  and  father  all  mixed 
up.  A<  Dr.  riunnar  Dyhwad, 
director  of  the  Child  Study  As- 
sociation of  America,  put  it, 
"Father  was  being  regulated 
to  the  role  of  a ‘mother  substi- 
tute’" ■

Back  to  Stalemate 


A HEATED  hut  unproductive  meet  inn 
of  the  Victoria-Saanich  beaches  and 
parks  committee  this  week  returns  the 


Elk  Lake  race  track  and  fair  ground 
proposals  to  an  apparent  deadlock.  Since 
the  City  owns  the  property  and  has  ftr*t 
right  to  say  what  it  wishes  to  do  jvith  it. 
perhaps  the  next  move  should  Ik-  a direct 
application  by  Victoria  to  the  provincial 
government  for  permission  to  condu*  t 
racing  there  in  mwodation  with  exhibi- 
tion facilities.  This  would  bring  to  a 
head  the  debated  hut  not  settled  question 
of  whether  provincial  or  municipal  edicts 
prevail  in  matters  of  land  zoning.  If 
Victoria  received  the  given  light  there 
would  be  no  need  for  any  other  permission 

In  the  case.  , . . , 

Whether  that  course  is  adopted  or  not, 
Victoria  has  the  properly  and  it  will  »>e 
an  accumulating  asset  as  the  years  go  on. 
If  it  can  i>e  used  now  for  exhibition  and 
racing  purposes  that  would  fill  one  of  the 
City’s  own  desires.  If  it  cannot  t>e  so  used, 
then  there  are  many  other  uses  to  which 
Elk  Lake  could  tie  put.  Even  if  it  were 
to  bo  held  without  development  of 
any  nature  for  another  decade  it  would 
increase  in  value.  Rut  that  would  he  a 
negative  solution,  and  one  that  the  City 
should  not  be  forced  to  take  by  reason  of 
contrariness  on  the  part  of  any  of  its 
municipal  neighbors. 

If  provincial  law  means  what  it  says, 


the  Province’s  control  over  both  fall  fairs 
and  racing  may  lie  found  to  be  paramount. 
The  Legislature  long  ago  codified  rules 
fm  the  control  of  horse  racing;  while 
exhibitions  and  annual  fairs  have  been 
part  of  other  provincial  statutes  for  a 
long  time  If  the  Province  has  power  to 
permit  1 I to  'JS  day  a racing  at  one  track 
or  another,  and  to  control  the  privilege 
so  that  a monopoly  shall  not  lx*  created 
at  any  one  centre  or  for  any  one  ground, 
it  is  entirely  prolwihle  that  its  authority 
mav  obviate  the  lesser  curb,  that  of  area 
zoning  hy  a Junior  administrative  body. 
In  any  event  this  point  should  lie  tested. 
Then  the  City  would  know  precisely  what 
are  its  rights  in  the  present  circumstance*. 

On  the  direct  isstie/ns  to  whether  there 
should  he  racing  or  not  there  will  lx*  found 
far  less  division  of  opinion  among  citizens 
of  Victoria  than  discussion  before  the 
outlying  lxxlies  has  suggested.  Victoria 
war’ for  vgars  accustomed  to  its  own  race 
track,  ami  found  that  to  support  a worth- 
while agricultural  exhibition  and  annual 
fair  some  such  additional  attraction  was 
essential  TVst ruction  of  buildings  at  the 
former  Willows  Fair  Grounds  and  the 
eventual  sale  of  that  properly  did  the  City 
out  of  this  privilege.  There  is  no  reason, 
however,  why  the  much  more  developed 
commimitv  of  today  should  not  have  both 
racing  and  fair  grounds,  if  that  is  its  wish. 
With  firmness,  they  can  lx*  had.

Filling  the  Senate 


AT  long  last  the  prime  minister  has 
moved  to  fill  the  gaps  in  the  ranks 
of  the  Senate.  He  had  more  than  a score 
of  seats  to  award  twit  has  left  10  still 
vacant,  doubtless  in  reserve  for  convenient 
moments  to  come.  He  had  a fine  oppor- 
tunity to  do  what  he  talked  of  doing  in 
the  early  days  of  his  premiership,  spread 
the  representation  widely  and  impartially, 
but  once  more  passed  it  up.  Presumably 
party  pressures  were  too  strong  for  him. 

Thi>  is  evident  in  the  ratio  of  his  list 
of  new  senators..  Eight  out  of  1.'  are 
stalwarts  of  the  Liberal  faith,  a proportion 
that  scarcely  even  shades  the  present 
10-to-l  Senate  odds  that  favor  Mr.  St. 
Laurent’s  regime.  Four  others  are 
described  as  of  no  notircable  political  tics; 
while  one,  a personal  friend  of  the  prime 
minister,  is  actually  a Conservative. 
This  latter  appointment,  hailed  as  a shat- 
tering precedent,  may  lx*  calculated  to 
cause  Mr.  Drew  to  bow  low  in  grateful 
obeisance. 

The  list  could  have  been  much  more 
comprehensive.  It  could  with  advantage 
have  duplicated  tlx*  varying  shades  of 
political  opinion  to  he  found  in  the  House 
of  Commons;  it  could  have  ’embraced 
other  men  of  talent  in  different  walks  of 


life.  One  difficulty  of  course  might  lie 
in  persuading  eminent  non-political  per- 
sonages to  bury  themselves  in  a chamber 
so  palpably  the  echo  of  the  government 
in  power.  Real  Senate  reform  is  obviously 
as  far  off  as  ever  it  was. 

Throe  present  MPs  will  resign  and 
transfer  themselves  “upwards.”  and  these 
are  the  most  interesting  of  the  new 
appointments.  Coincidentally  enough  all 
three.  Hon.  C.  C Power,  Mr.  David  Croll 
and  Mr.  Jean  Poulict,  are  Liberals  of 
unusually  independent  spirit  who  fre- 
quently do  not  see  eye-to-cye  with  cabinet 
policy;  in  future  they  will  thus  comport 
themselves  in  an  arena  of  less  excitement 
and,  possibly,  of  embarrassment.  The 
gain  to  the  Senate  in  this  instance  is 
decidedly  the  Commons’  loss,  but  perhaps 
thev  will  inspire  the  I’pper  House  to  new' 
pndeavnur  because  of  their  dynamic 
qualities, 

Incidentally  the  Rocky  Mountains 
apparently  present  an  opaque  harrier 
through  which  nothing  of  note  can  lx* 
spotted.  Rritish  Columbia  did  not  qualify 
for  inclusion  in  this  latest  distribution  of 
political  largesse.  But  of  course  there 
me  10  more  seats  to  pome — sometime. 
That  should  keep  the  faithful  in  hope,  and 
in  line. 


Brave  — and  Foolish 


A BRITON’S  dream  o(  sailing  a replica 
of  the  Mayflower  across  the  Atlantic 
next  year,  manned  by  descendants  of  the 
“Pilgrims,’’  took  shape  this  week  with  the 
laying  of  the  keel  of  a wooden  vessel  at 
Torquay.  Devon.  Keel  for  keel,  yard  for 
yard  and  sail  for  sail  the  new  ship  will 
bo  a duplicate  of  the  famous  original. That 
is  mechanical  and  simple.  Major  Warwick 
Charlton’s  troubles  will  begin  when  he 
attempts  to  fit  “the  descendants  of  the 
Pilgrim  Fathers”  into  a very  small  seven- 
teenth century  sailing  ship.  By  now  the 
descendants,  if  they  even  could  be  formally 
traced,  must  lx*  spotted  over  nearly  every 
part  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Assuming,  however,  that  the  honor  of 
Railing  in  the  replica  ship  can  be  settled 
amicably— and  that  is  a considerable 
assumption — there  remain  at  least  two 
other  pressure  points  in  Ihe  plans.  Can 
any  group  of  twentieth  century  travellers 
. — crew  or  passengers — be  found  to  with-

stand  the  rigors  of  a three-months’  cross- 
ing of  the  Atlantic  in  the  very  hard  way 
of  the  seventeenth  century?  A few- 
intrepid  souls  might,  but  ihe  multiplied 
descendants  of  the  original  Mayflower’s 
company  may  have  gone  somewhat  soft 
through  east*  of  living  in  the  interval. 

- ■ If  the  plans  pass  those  two  tests,  and 
they  are  both  severely  practical,  what 
alx>ut  the  arrival  of  the  neu  Mayflower 
at  Plymouth  > Rock — three  months  out 
from  Southampton — will  there  bo  real 
Indians  to  meet  them? 

This  is  a brave  but  foolish  gesture. 
At  its  tx*st , it  mild  only  dramatize  some- 
thing that  is  ancient  history.  At  its 
unfortunate  worst,  it  might  occasion  a 
minor  civil  war  among  the  descendants 
over  the  issue  of  who  was  a post -Pilgrim 
and  who  was  not.  The  new  Mayflower  in 
any  event  would  need  something  of  a 
“Mark  Tapley”  to  help  Its  human  com- 
pany over  the  humps.

Reports  from  Ottawa 
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Fiction  Becomes  Reality

MAN  Is  about  to  break  the  bond*  which. 

througu  all  the  eons,  have  imprisoned 
him  within  the  earth  * atmosphere 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that,  within  the  pre- 
dictable future,  the  small  Instrument  bearing 
satellites  which  the  United  State*  i*  preparing 
to  launch  into  outer  apace  will  be  followed  by 
piloted  flight. 

The  announcement  ha*  been  expected  for 
years,  ever  since  the  world  learned  of  Nazi 
Germany’s  plan  for  a war  making  satellite. 

Recently  U became  known  that  the  neoes- 
aary  new  metals  were  available,  that  the  scien- 
tific Information  was  available,  and  that  only 
word  from  the  government  was  needed  to  start 
construction. 

The  thrill,  now  that  Ihe  word  has  been 
given,  i*  similar  to  that  of  witnessing  the  dis- 
covery of  a new  continent,  or  even  a new 

world- 

There  will  be  great  excitement  next  week 
at  the  International  Aeronautical  Federation  * 
meeting  in  Copenhagen.  Scientists  , from  all 
over  Ihe  world  who  have  been  working  on  the 
problem  will  renew  their  digging  with  in 
creased  zrst 


And  then,  during  the  Joint  worldwide 
studies  to  be  made  during  the  195758  Interna- 
tional Geophysical  Year,  the  Instruments  will 
start  seeking  out.  and  rclaving  back  to  avail, 
i:ie  secrete  of  space, 

This  a,renrj>  has  been  done  after  a fashion 
hv  high  flying  rocket*,  but  their  live*  are  too 
brief.  The  satellites.  In  the  beginning,  are  ex- 
pected to  las-  at  least  a day.  perhaps  several 
days,  circling  the  earth  at  18.000  mile*  an  hour. 

These  will  not  be  the  great  space  platform* 
envisioned  by  the  German*,  but  12  to  18-inch 
balls,  and  there  is  no  connection  between  them 
and  the  German  Idea  of  using  the  platform 
for  war  purpoif-e*.  Everything  the  United  .States 
learn*  will  go  to  the  advancement  of  man  s 
knowledge  everywhere. 

But  there  can  l>e  no  doubt  that  the  little 
spheres  will  be  followed  by  carriers;  that  ve- 
hicles with  controls  |n  prevent  their  slipping 
I Mirk  into  the  atmosphere  will  slay  up  indef- 
initely; that  man  1*  rapidly  approaching  the 
attainment  ol  hi*  ancient  Wream.  a trip  to  the 
moon.

Through  penetration  into  the  do-

One  can  coexist  with  Communb-m.

One  can  co-operate  with  * ommunlst 
persons  and  states  fur  strictly  lim- 
ited purpose*,  where  no  fundamont.il 
Issue*  or  difference  are  involved  - 
such  as  fighting  cholera  or  malaria.

E.  Burrows  Jr..  25.  a native  at 
Burnaby.  B.C.,  has  been 
awarded  the  Air  Force  Cross 
for  "extreme  courage  and  devo 
tion  to  duty"  when  he  landed 
hla  Sabre  Jet  safely  though  par-j 


tlally  blinded  at  Baden  Soelln- 
gen.  Germany,  last  September 
Today’s  official  Canada  Gaz 
etre  announced  the  award  to 
Burrows  whose  parents  now 
live  At  White  Rock.  B.C 

FO  Burrow  s Sabre  jet  was 


one  of  four  returning  to  the 
German  base.  About  20  mite* 
from  base  a bird  struck  and 
shattered  the  canopy  of  his  air- 1 
plane,  embedding  pleee*  of  the 
canopy  tn  his  face  and  rye*. 

He  maintained  control  of  the. 


speedy  jet  signalled  the  Inter 
national  distress  rail  and  then 
tore  off  hL*  helmet  to  clear  his

Horton  any  money,  Cuthbert  said 
he  had  nevpr  spoken  to  Insp  Am- 
brose and  neither  had  received  a 
cent  from  him. 

"It  wa*  indicated  $100  a month 
wa*  a fair  amount,"  Cuthbert  said, 
but  was  unable  to'  recall  who  men- 
tioned the  amount. 

'Was  the  $100  ...  to  cover  both 
officers,  or  was  it  $100  apiece?" 
Mr  Oliver  asked 
Cuthbert  replied.  "That  was  $100 
each."

TORONTO  (BUP»  — Boy

scouting  jamboree  at  Niagara- 
[on-the-Lake,  Ont.,  as  groups. 

Scouts  of  Lithuanian  and 
Hungarian  descent  were  told 
they  would  be  allowed  to  at- 
tend only  as  individuals  and  as 
long  as  they  undertook  to  wear 
Canadian-type  Scout  uniform*. 
Those  of  Polish  origin  will  be 
barred  because  their  organiza- 
tion U not  officially  Recognized 


by  International  acoul  head- 
quarters. 

The  jamboree,  which  opens 
August  18,  is  expected  to  draw 
nearly  10,000  scouts  from  134 
countries. 

Frank  Gladky,  provincial 
commissioner  of  the  "Polish 
Scouts  in  exile."  said  the  ruling 
that  Poll*h  Scout*  could  not 
attend  was  a “terrible  shock." 

Several  thousand  scouts  of 
Polish  descent  carry  on  their 
distinctive  Poiiah  scouting  ac- 
tivities In  thla  country.  A mer- 
ger with  the  Caradian  Scout 
headquarters  will  not  be  com- 
pleted in  Ume  for  the  lam  bo  re*.
